The result of the service vote 
in the Dominion general election 
is eagerly awaited in Ottawa. No 
details have been announced of 
the count, which is proceeding in 
centres in the various war thea- 

_ tres and in Canada. 

It was understood the results of 
the service vote in the United King- 
dom already have been cabled to 
Ottawa but they are being closely 
guarded and will be announced 
along with the other returns prob- 
ably on June 19. The count from the 
European theatre has not yet been 
received, it was learned, nor the 
count from service personnel sta- 
tioned in Canada, which is esti- 
mated at 40 per cent of the entire 
service vote 

A Canadian Press compilation 
showed that in 65 seats the winning 
candidate had a margin not exceed- 
ing seven per cent of the civilian 
votes in those constituencies and 
conceivably the service votes may 
effect changes in some of these as 
the service vote will be between 
seven and 10 per cent of the civilian 
total. 

Reports that only 10 seats actu-

“When I entered Poland, I saw 
the bodies of hundreds of German 
men and women who had been 
murdered brutally along-the road. 
Our soldiers were deeply agitated 
but, even at this provocation, only 
the SS men desired revenge.” 


HOPES AND FEARS 

Later, he gave me an account of 
his alternating hopes and fears. 
“On August 25, 1939, my friend 
Glasmeier—you know, the Sudetan 
Fuehrer—phoned me: ‘Drink. a! 
bottle of champagne. We have sign-| 
ed a treaty with the Russians!’ But 
after Stalingrad, I foresaw our de- 
feat. In the years before, we had 
feared an attack from Russia or 
from France, but we never expect- 
ed to see any American troops”. 

“That is to say”, I concluded, “the 
General Staff had no offensive 
plans?” ‘ 

“Never! All of our measures were 
defensive, The Westwall was entire- 
ly defensive. When the Fuehrer 
entered the Rhineland, he wanted 
only a new protection against 
France, All of this came as a sur- 
prise to those of us who were not 
members of the party”. 

“But I see a silver swastika on 
your breast”, I said. 


ONLY DECORATION 

“That is only a decoration. It has 
+ nothing to do with the party. We 
wanted nothing but a greater army 
and the developing of our country 
in peace. When the Fuehrer prom- 
ised this, we accepted him”. 

“And what are your plans now?” 
I asked. j 

“I have only one wish—that your 
authorities allow me, as a prisoner, 
t) work with my own hands. I 
want t reconstruct houses for our 
poor nation, but that lies in the 
hands of Him above”. (Another 
theatrical look to Heaven).

“This might develop into a kid- 
fhapping charge.” C. L. Harrison, 
city prosecutor, agreed, but said he 
would continue with the present 
charge first. After Lee had given 
further details, the magistrate de- 
clared, “This is apparently much 
more sérious than it first appeared.” 

“It looks very sé¢rious to me,” Mr. 
Harrison answered. 

Sedgewick and Maurice Wood- 
ley were remanded until Friday to 
obtain counsel, Lee was formally 
charged with them, and a warrant 


was ordered for the arrest of 
Leonard Woodley. 
Jackson testified that shortly 


after he had arrived at his upstairs 
apartment, Maurice Woodley climb- 
ed in through the bedroom window 
from a porch roof and hit him on 
the back of the head with an axe, 
Sedgewick, he stated, came through 
the window while he was struggling 
with Woodley. 

CAME THROUGH WINDOW 

“Then two other men climbed in 
through the window,” and someone 
struck him on the arm with the 
heavy end of a pitchfork and later 
kicked him as he lay on the floor. 

“Sedgewick let a woman in who 
took the baby away,” Jackson 
said, adding that he was hit again 
on the head with an axe, 

The men left and he followed 
them. After that he remembered 
that the police came and took him 
to hospital, where he was confined 
for five days. He said Sedgwick 
was his wife's brother and Woodley 
his wife’s sister's husband. 

Lee said that when he climbed 
through the window Sedgwick and 
Woodley were holding down Jack- 
son, He said he saw neither an axe 
nor a pitchfork. Mrs. Jackson ran 
off with the baby, he said. 

Under questioning by Mr. Harri- 
son, Lee stated that he and the 
other men had talked at Sedgwick's 
house about “the baby that had 
been kidnapped.” 

“Due to a technicality the police 
could not get the baby back to its 
mother, so we went to the house 
to get it back,” he stated.

From a man who rose from the 
ranks to command a great fighting 
infantry battalion Col. Stone makes 
some interesting observations about 
officer material. . 


GOOD MATERIAL 
“Any man who is a good corporal, 
Providing he has sufficient aca- 


demic education to pass examina- 
tions, read maps and has a fair 
command of English, should make 
a@ good officer.” 


“On the other hand there are a 
fot of good NCO’s who are spoiled 
through going to officers’ training 
schools, The ability to command 
men is something entirely separ- 
ate from straight education. You 
€an soon spot the type who men 
will follow when he says, ‘Come 
along with me fellows,’ and that 
quality is something rather diffi- 
cult te define,” the officer said. 

Men of The Loyal Edmonton 
Regiment were keenly disappointed 
over not being sent to occupy Ber- 
lin as had been originally proposed. 


WAR FIZZLED OUT 


“The war fizzled out like a wet 
squib for the Edmontons,” Col. 
Stone explained. “The parleys be- 
tween Seyss-Inquart and the Cana- 
dian Corps commander, Lt.-Gen. 
Foulkes, were going on right be- 
side us and the parties with white 
flags were going back and forth 
between the lines and we had strict 
orders not to fire. 

The meetings were over the ques- 
tion of delivering food to the 
starving Dutch. 


FANTASTIC 

The transition from war to peace 
was therefore fantastic and it re- 
quired tempting from the entire 
rum reserve of the battalion to get 
the boys excited enough to stage 
a party in celebration of V-E Day. 
In Edmonton you people probably 
celebrated with a lot more vigor,” 
the former CO. of The Loyal Ed- 
monton said. 

The battalion was holding the 
line of the Weems .Canal when 
the fighting came to a stop. In 
two or three days spit and polish 
commenced in earnest and in 
three weeks the unit was the 
smartest on the continent of 
Europe. 

“In three weeks there was not a 
single man crimed and to anyone 
who knows the army, that is really 
something, for you can get crimed 
in the army for almost anything. 

“But that was easy in The Loyal

alties of both officers and men 
were truly wonderful. It was not 
just a loyalty to the crown or even 
to Canada; it was @ loyalty to the 
battalion and to each other and no 
battalion in Europe had a better 
reputation”, the officer declared 
with pride. 

Col. Stone thinks that the “harder 
we treat the Germans the better”. 

“Every attempt to rebuild their 
industry should be closely super- 
vised for the next 50 years, The 
country should oe occupied by 
Allied troops for at least 50 years 
and the education of the child- 
ren, under German teachers, 
closely supervised. There are 
some clever Germans and in 50 
years the German nation might be 
@ useful member of society 
again”. 

“There is no exaggeration about 
the brutality of the Nazis. I saw 
one open grave in Holland contain- 
ing 500 bodies of Dutch civilians 
who had been slaughtered in a 
mass. Corpses were exhumed for 
examination by Allied authorities. 
I saw the body of one 18-year-old 
girl with 18 bullet holes. Many of 
the victims had their teeth kicked 
out and legs broken before they 
were shot.” 

Destruction of German cities by 
Allied bombings is far greater than 
that inflicted on English cities. 

Col. Stone has relinquished com- 
mand of The Loyal Edmonton Regi- 
ment, which he now thinks is under 
Lt. Col. W. T. Cromb, DSO, who 
went overseas with the unit. 

“I do not know when the Edmon- 
tons will be home. There does not 
seem to be any settled policy as 
yet. When I left cross-posting was 
going on. Men in the battalion 
from other parts of Canada were 
being assigned to those units from 
their home territories. The Edmon- 


Edmonton Regiment where the loy-ton, therefore, obtain men from 


this area from théir battalions. 1 
don’t know whether they will re- 
turn as a unit or on a dasis of 
seniority. My fondest dream was 
to lead the regiment down Jasper 
avenue when they come home, but 
I don't know now.” 

“About 60 officers and men of 
the regiment volunteered for ser- 
vice in the Far East.” The unit 
was in Almeton, Holland, when 
Col. Stone left them some weeks 
890, 

The officer had high praise for 
all officers and men of the unit.
